Thumb back fast through eight swift 


years of relief history in the United 
States and you'll see whyi. 


In 1932 'Congress avoided the issue 


temporarily by providing a quick 
?500,000,000 for the relief kittir in the 
various stateSj thus passing the buck 
to 48 other governments. The states 
by and large passed it on to the locali- 
ties. The counties and cities,made no 
bones about the choice. They picked 
the dole, because it was cheaper and 
simpler, And'(he dole it still'is in 
most states, counties and cities, whe- 
ther they call it general relief, dir- 
ect relief, or any other name, 


Two Relief Pools 


In 1933 Congress faced the question 


again. Ihis time the nation had shown 
a dislike for the dole. Even though 
cities clung to it so money, would go 
farther per unemployed citizen,' it was 
not the preferred Way. The national 
lawmakers, therefore; choose 
work 


relief, despite its higher cost ,and 
confirmed the precedent in semi-per- 
manent WPA two years later.
